ministration to defend a party record at any 
cost, including defeat at the polls. 
The details also include a w’a r in Korea, the 
rearrangem ent of the m ap of the world and 
heartaches in thousands of families which have 
paid the price in death for the blunders of 
diplomats. 
But 
chiefly it is 
the age - old issue of the

- up which is involved — the sam e 
thing which m ade the Dreyfus case in France 
a memorable triumph of popular justice over 
a tight little conspiracy of men in pow’er to 
conceal their own errors. 
The Lattimore trial will be on the issue of 
whether or not he perjured himself while testi­ 
fying under oath. 
That was the legal issue in 
the Alger Hiss trial. 
But the trial went far beyond the legal issue, 
a fact which Hiss understood and which Latti­ 
m ore understands too.

A British Railways plan to operate certain 
of its trains for women only next year m a r be 
sidetracked. But it’s being considered. 
Men 
should take note. 
Apparently, only’ English women would want 
exclusive rights on trains. But by the token 
that England foreruns tile United States by’ 
about a generation, sometimes a little less, 
American men should not miss the implication. 
Women-only* theaters, ships and even towns 
m ay be next.

Sen. Taft will be the Republican I 
m ajority leader of the new Senate. 
This can be forecast from the 
fact 
that 
President-elect 
Eisen­ 
hower has let it be known that he 
is neutral — that he is not tak­ 
ing any part in the selection of a 
m ajority leader by the Senate. 
This is more significant than ap­ 
pears at first glance. It conveys the 
important information 
that 
t h e 
president-elect does not have the 
slightest objection to the naming of 
Sen. Taft. 
If Gen. Eisenhower had by so 
much as a hint or frown indicated 
any possible unhappiness over the 
selection, it might have stirred up 
opposition. 
The general’s position is in ac­ 
cord with tradition. It isn't t h e 
business of a president to pick the 
leaders in Congress, but at the 
sam e time he m ay manifest dis­ 
pleasure if someone opposed to his 
policies were to be suggested.

The answer is that he has spent 
most of his legislative life on the 
minority side. and he is anxious 
to do a constructive job of leader­ 
ship on the majority side.

I new challenge to his talents and 
will give him new’ satisfactions if 
he can succeed in harmonizing his 
party in the Senate. 
What kind of leader 
will 
Sen. 
Taft make? The country will find 
him loyal to the White House and 
a sincere spokesman for its pro­ 
posals. but at the sam e time, as 
in the case of every leader, it will 
not be of much avail to the presi­ 
dent to have a leader w’ho follows 
him blindly without regard to what 
other m em bers of the Senate want. 
There has to be a good deal of 
conference and discussion by the 
legislative leaders at the W h i t e 
House before decisions on p o I i c y 
are formalized. 
On domestic policy, the O h i o 
senator is more of a liberal-conser­ 
vative than an ultra-conservative, 
as evidenced by his attitude on 
education and housing and social 
security. 
On foreign policy. Sen. Taft has 
accepted the principles of interna­ 
tional cooperation. He is going to 
be guided by the facts and cir­ 
cumstances that are decisive fac­ 
tors in making an international 
program. He will have to exert all 
the skill of a Vandenberg and yet 
win the support of senators who 
heretofore have been considered ex­ 
trem e in their criticisms.

The Ohio senator will have a bet­ 
ter chance of getting senators of 
that group to go along with the 
administration’s legislative 
p r o ­ 
posals than anybody else would. 
For he is persuasive and will have 
made a thorough examination of 
the questions at issue before un­

that

Incidentally, the r e c e n t "rift”

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His Own Plan Defeated 
Truman Wills New Health 
Insurance Program To Ike

WASHINGTON UPI 
Now, seven 
years after he first mentioned it. 
President 
Truman’s 
compulsory 
health insurance plan is hardly 
more than a gleam in the eye of 
the man who steps out of the 
White House next month, He lost 
his fight for it. 
But on the eve of his departure 
he has left a brand new plan, not 
his own, for incoming President 
Eisenhower. This plan was unveiled 
yesterday by the President’s Com­ 
mission on the Health Needs of the 
Nation. Truman urged the Eisen­ 
hower administration to take quick 
action on these new proposals. 
But it is a pretty safe bet that 
whatever is done, if anything, 
won’t be speedy. For one thing, the 
Republicans 
in 
their campaign 
platform of 1952 were very guarded 
about any promises for a health 
p r o g r a m . The platform they 
worked out at the Chicago conven­ 
tion said: 
“We are opposed to federal com­ 
pulsory health insurance with its 
crushing cost, wasteful inefficien­ 
cy, bureaucratic deadweight, and 
debased standards of medical care. 
. . . We pledge our continuous en­ 
couragement of improved methods 
of assuring health protection.’’ 
And. no matter what Eisenhower 
himself may think, he is dealing 
with 
a 
conservative 
Congress 
which is bound to go slow on any 
social changes. And that isn’t be­ 
cause the Republicans control it. 
Every Congress since the war. 
whether Democrats or Republicans 
ran it, has been conservative. 
Truman offered his compulsory 
health insurance plan to Congress 
in a special message Nov. 19, 1945 
It never got to first base although 
since then Congress has voted 
monev for medical services in 


several ways. Truman said of his 
plan: “This is not socialized medi­ 
cine.’’ But socialized medicine is 
what its critics have called the 
plan ever since. 
The plan Truman had in mind 
would have been financed out of 
payroll deductions similar to those 
now made for social security. The 
AMA, which put on a huge cam­ 
paign to prevent Truman’s propos­ 
al from becoming law, disliked the 
thought of government say-so over 
doctors and seemed to think volun­ 
tary systems would meet the na­ 
tion's health needs. Truman didn’t 
look upon this idea as a solution 
at all. 
The plan recommended yester­ 
day by the President s commis­ 
sion would fall somewhere between 
the Truman and AMA ways of 
thinking. Whether the AMA will 
fight the commission’s recommen­ 
dations too remains to be seen. 
A spokesman said there’d be no 
AMA comment on the full report 
until it had a chance to study it. 
In brief that plan would provide 
free or partly-paid health insur­ 
ance policies for everyone who 
couldn't afford to buy one. To foot 
this bill the government would have 
to hand out about one billion dol­ 
lars a year, with about three-quar­ 
ters of it to be matched by the 
states, dollar for dollar. 
The unmatched quarter of the 
government’s money — all of it 
would come out of general tax 
funds—would go for building hos­ 
pitals, expanding medical schools 
and helping research.

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‘Deflation* Title W orrisome 
Would A 100-Cent Dollar 
Be Good Thing, After All? 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UP—A drop in the 
cost of living—a restoration of the 
buying power of the dollar—would 
be a welcome Christmas present 
for everyone. 
Or would it? 
Call it “making a dollar worth 
IOO cents again”, and it sounds 
fine. Call it “deflation”, and a lot 
of people get worried. 
The dollar actually has IOO cents 
now, a s 'it always did, but infla­ 
tion has chiselled away much of 
its buying power. 
When you talk of a “52 - cent 
dollar,” you mean that before the 
war 52 cents would buy as much 
in goods and services as one dollar 
will now. 
The pre-war dollar bought more

finished goods. It also b o u g h t 
more raw* materials. And it bought 
more labor. 
Many people, however, had few­ 
er dollars then to spend on goods 
than they do today. 
It is the others—those with only 
as many dollars a week to spend 
now as they had before the war— 
for whom the postwar rise in the 
cost of Living is particularly rough. 
Millions, for example, are trying 
to live on pensions or savings— 
earned when the dollar bought 
more, and being spent now when 
inflation has taken half of its buy­ 
ing power. 
To deflate the economy, get back 
to prewar prices, and make the 
dollar as hefty in purchasing pow­ 
er as it once was. however, might 
mean that people would have to 
take in fewer dollars for the com­ 
modities they grow or mine, and 
get less for transporting them to 
factories. 
Workers in factories and mills 
might have to take pay cuts. And 
those who supply factories with 
tools, materials and services would 
have to slash their prices—and in­ 
comes. 
Stores would have to pay less for

Radio Europe 
Hurls Truth At 
Iron Curtain 


Broadcasts Tell 
Satellite Countries 
What Really Goes On 


NEW YORK 'JI — Twenty-five 
million 
Americans 
have 
given 
three and a half million dollars to 
fight Communism in satellite coun­ 
tries in the last two years. 
Paul Tigrid, a Czech who com­ 
manded one division of the battle. 
is here with a tingling report of 
success, but he believes a much 
harder fight is needed before vic­ 
tory is won. 
The battle launched by the Na­ 
tional Committee for a Free Eu­ 
rope through broadcasts of Radio 
Free Europe in six satellite coun­ 
tries aims at riddling the Iron Cur­ 
tain with shafts of truth. 
Its job is to tell satellite peoples 
what goes on in the rest of the 
world, to show them the West is 
concerned about what happens to 
them and to keep the hope for free­ 
dom flaming in their hearts. 
“The violent reactions our broad­ 
casts have brought from the Com­ 
munists are evidence of their suc­ 
cess,” says Tigrid, former chief of 
the Czechosvloak desk of R a d i o 
Free Europe in Munich, now work­ 
ing for the organization in the 
United States. 
‘The Communists protested to 
the U. S. State Department. They 
launched vituperative attacks on 
RFE personnel. They resorted to 
jamming techniques. The jamming 
did create a problem, but the in- 
' creasing number of RFE transmit­ 
ters makes it more difficult to 
blank out our broadcasts. 
“The programs go through. The 
letters we get and the refugees 
who slip through the Iron Curtain 
i tell us daily of the program 's-suc­ 
cess ” 
The National Committee for a 
Free Europe was founded in the 
fall of 1949 by a group of Ameri­ 
can citizens. 
Among them were President-elect 
Dwight Eisenhower; Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay, retired, now chairman of 
the board of Continental Can Co.; 
Joseph Grew, former ambassador 
to Japan, now chairman of the na­ 
tional committee’s board, and Hen­ 
ry Luce, New York publisher. 
On July 4. 1950, the committee 
launched R a d i o Free Europe 
broadcasting from one station near 
Frankfurt. G e r m a n y , with pro­ 
grams packaged in America. 
A few months later it started 
broadcasting its o w n programs 
from Munich, where Tigrid joined 
its original staff of three. Today 
RFE broadcasts a total of 57 hours 
daily to Albania, Bulgaria. Czecho­ 
slovakia, Hungary, Poland and Ro­ 
mania. 
As RFE’s operation grew, more 
money was needed. Late in 1940 
the C r u s a d e for Freedom was 
launched by Gen. Eisenhower and 
directed by Gen. Clay to raise 
funds to expand RFE. This year’s 
crusade is headed by Henry Ford 
II. 
RFE is only one activity of the 
National Committee for a Free Eu­ 
rope. The committee also provides 
1 American and European university 
scholarships for 85 students from 
Central 
Europe, 
and 
prepares 
textbooks to be used after liber­ 
ation. It maintains a research serv­ 
ice to glean information from 300 
i Communist p a p e r s and periodi­ 
cals, 22 satellite radio stations, 10,- 
000 books and 40,000 words a day 
to refugee interviews. It distributes 
this information to universities, li­ 
braries, radio stations and news­ 
papers.

National Committee for a Free 
Asia — was organized in 1951 to 
fight Communism in Asia. It now 
broadcasts in Chinese from three 
stations in the Pacific. 
Radio Free Europe fills an en­ 
tirely different need than the voice 
of America. The voice is financed 
by Uncle Sam and speaks with 
government authority over a world­ 
wide network. 
Radio Free Europe concentrates 
on the countries behind the Iron 
Curtain. Financed by private citi­ 
zens, its hard-hitting programs are 
unrestricted by procedures of world 
diplomacy. 
The big favorites on the pro­ 
grams are the “messages.’’ giving 
the names of informers, police 
agents and people who have pro-: 
pagandized Communism. 


“ Every day. one name," says 
Tigrid. “we always have one “ 
The programs give a lot of time 
to ' world news, especially from 
America, and take recognition of 
every national holiday and hero of 
the satellite country. 
Musical programs play up be­ 
loved national anthems and folk 
songs, banned by Communists. Re­ 
ligious programs aim to keep spir­ 
itual faith alive in the face of Com­ 
munist atheistic propaganda. 
Others addressed to women tell 
why there is a food shortage and 
how women live in western coun­ 
tries. Still others are beamed to 
teen-agers. 
Successful as RFE’s broadcasts 
have been, how’ever, Tigrid be­ 
lieves they do not go far enough.
